The Time To Get Busy 


With the month of March drawing to a close Western Canada makes 
ready for that annual renewal of activities characteristic of the country. 
While all Canada is, broadly speaking, a country of seasonal occupations, this 
is especially true of the Western prairie provinces. In the East manufactur- | 
ing proceeds throughout the year, but the greatest period of activity is in the 
summer, The men who labor in the lumber mills in the summer, disappear 
in the woods during the winter felling the trees to make summer operations 
in the mills possible. But even in the East the coming of Spring means the 
beginning of real activity. 


Here in the West, with the exception of coal mining in Alberta, the com- 
ing of Spring is the signal not only for the commencement of farm operations, ' 
but for renewed building operations, the carrying forward of municipal works | 
of all kinds, road building, railway construction—in a word, all those activi- 
ties to which a stop is put during winter weather. 


It means the opening of navigation on Canada’s lakes and rivers, the 
inauguration of the immigration rush, a veritable Rip Van Winkle awakening j 
from the slumber of winter. 

And with this great awakening at hand it behooves the people of Canada | 
to resolve as individuals and us a nation to make the most of 1924. New 
Year’s Day may fall on January 1, but Canada’s real New Year’s comes with 
the passing of winter and its more or less enforced idleness, and the advent 
of Spring with all its opportunities and possibilities. 

The year presents itsell as one full of promise. Business conditions 
throughout the Dominion have been steadily improving, Betterments have 
been recorded from month to month for some time past in Canadian trade 
returns, in Bank Clearings, in railway earnings, in the declining number of 
commercial failures, in all those things whereby we measure the material 
progress and welfare of a country. And the business barometer is raising; 
it indicates fair weather ahead. 

Coupled with these favorable signs is a grim determination in evidence | 
in all directions to “go easy” in the matter of immediately unnecessary ex- 
penditures and the accumulation of debt. ‘The watchword in Canada today | 
is “strict economy” consistent with efficiency and service. The popular de= 
mand is not tor turther large public expenditures, which means more debt, but | 
retrenchment and debt reduction leading to lessened taxation. 

These are all favorable symptoms in the body politic. But something 
more is required to provide that added impetus so essential to a real revival 
of productive activity throughout the whole Dominion. With the commence: | 
ment of building operations cach year, there crops up the question of wage 
schedule, hours and conditions of labor,, ete., ete. 


After a winter of idleness, 
artizans and laborers under the direction of their Union leaders, make de- 


mands for the maintenance of wages at the old war-time peak. The miners 


ask for it, so do the lumbermen, and the transportation workers, and finally 
the artizan and laborer, ‘The net result is that building costs are so hign 
that construction works of ail kinds are discouraged and abandoned because | 
it becomes unprofitable for ihe man with money to invest to proceed. 

Instead of the wheels of industry beginning to revolve and gather momen- 
tum as they should, they a 


clogged at outset; instead of employment be- | 
coming general, another period of almost winter stagnation ensues. Vatlu- | 
able time ds lost and a month or more of our all too short building season is | 
gone before anything worth while can be accomplished, 

The workers are thus stinding in their own light and sacrificing thelr own | 
best interests, Acceptance of a somewhat lower and more reasonable wage | 
in view of existing conditions would soon develop a situation where there 
would be steady employment for all; work would be available earlier in the | 
year and with the volume work started would continue later in the Fall. 
In the long run each man would earn inore in the season through the addition- 
al length of time employed, while the number to be employed would 
vastly increased.

$19,385,576 in railways and canals. 

Interest on the public debt, which 
is provided for by statute, fs esti- 
mated at $134,258,371, a reduction 
of $3,999,992 from the previous year, 
Expenses connected with louns and 
general administration of the debts 
show a decrease of $88,500. 

For the first time in more than 
twenty years, says an official sum- 
mary, the estimate for civil govern- 
ment, which provides for salaries of 
employees at Ottawa, has been re- 
duced. The sums allotted to the de- 
partmenis have, in nearly every in- 
stance, been decreased from the 
amounts provided for 1923-24. 

Civil government estimates show a 
total decrease of $369,750, du-pite the 
necessity to provide large sums to 
cover statutory salary increases. 
Large reductions are provided in the 
department of Natfonal Defence, $20,- 
126; Interfor, $14,244; Immigration, 
$35,050; Finance, $42,022; Marine and 
Msheries, $34,940; Public Works, 
$10,440; Post Office, $18,930; Trade 
and Commerce, $50,840; Patent and 
Copyright, $34,270; and Labor, $19,220.

In_ certain stations, round-houses 
and yard offices there are clocks 
known as comparison clocks, so call- 
ed because they have been officially 
designated as clocks at which con- 
ductors, engineers and others may 
safely set their watches. In the head 
telegraph office of the Canadian Pa- 
cific, in Montreal, there is an elec- 
trical master clock, connected with 
a similar clock kept in the observa- 
tory of McGill niversity, Mont- 
real, The latter clock’s accuracy 18 
maintained by astronomical calcula- 
tion and it, in turn, controls the 
master clock in the Canadian a- 
cific head telegraph office. From 
this office, lines radiate to every 
Canadian Pacific telegraph station 
in the Dominion, 

At a certain hour daily, the Mc- 
Gill master clock indicates the cor- 
rect time by beats on a telegraph 
instrument maintained specially for 
the purpose in the head télegraph 
office, The signals commence strict- 
ly on the stroke of 11.54 a.m prom 
that instant to ten seconds short of 
11.65, one beat is, sounded upon 
every second. A pduse of ten sec- 
onds follows until, on the stroke of 
11.55, two beats are sounded. This 
performance is once repeated, ending 
on the stroke of 11.56. To the Chief 
Operator is delegated the great re- 
sponsibility of transmitting these 
signals to the hundreds of telegraph 
Operators at the comparison station$ 
throughout the system. It is his 
duty to sit at a key connected with

nental Canadian Pacific system, as 
the time draws near, is absolutely 
silent. At this dramatic moment, 
the Chief Operator literally holds 
the system in the hollow of his 
hand, The beats begin, The oper- 
ators at the vomperison stations 
watch their clocks as the signals 
flash westward to Vancouver and 
eastward to Halifax. They note the 
number of seconds error, slow or 
fast (if any), registered by the 
clock, the signals cease and normal 
work is resumed. 

If the clock is more than ten sec- 
onds ouf, the operator at each sta- 
tion adjusts it to corréct time. If 
it is less than ten seconds out, he 
announces the faet by placing be- 
side the clock a card which indicates 
the amount of error. To prove tu 
fficials that he is not neglecting 
the Job, he must then make an entry 
of the rating of the clock on a spe- 
cial card, which covers a period of 
one month. At the end of the 
month, the card which also contains 
notes as to-when the clock has been 
wound, set or regulated, is sent in 
{to the Time Service office concern- 
ed, thus enabling the Chief Inspector 
to maintain a close check upon all 
clocks. 

Should a clock need adjustment 
by experts, it is at once replaced by 
a new clock from headquarters
